It is also 
obligatory upon them to give out in charity from that which they grow from crops 
during harvest. For details regarding these issues the Muslim scholars can be asked. 

> The fourth pillar: Fasting the month of Ramadhaan. Verily Allaah has obligated 
upon the Muslims that they fast the month of Ramadhaan and the meaning of this is: 
Worshipping Allaah by abstaining from food, drink and sexual relatives from sunrise to 
sunset. 

> The fifth pillar: Making pilgrimage to AUaah's sacred house, for whoever is able. 
Meaning that, one has the strength to complete the rituals of Hajj. And has wealth that 
would suffice the provision of his family, his journey to Makkah and return to his 
country. 




The manner in which this act of worship is performed is well known to the Muslims, 
and whatever is unclear from that, can be asked to the scholars of Islaam.

What is intended by this verse is that one's acceptance of Islaani is only accepted if he embraces 
it upon his choice, and the Islaam of someone who embraces it through compulsion is not 
correct. 

And it is not intended by this verse that the disbelievers are not fought against until they 
embrace Islaam, for indeed the prophet sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam the disbelievers, the 
polytheists, the Jews and the Christians until they embraced Islaam or paid the Jizyah [a tax 
paid by the non- Muslims living around the prophet sallallaahu 'alayhi wa sallam and the 
believers] with willing submission and feel themselves subdued.

And it is obligatory upon the Muslim leaders [May Allaah rectify their affairs and grant them 
success in all that which is good] that they are not pleased with and they dislike the system of 
the disbelievers and that is; democracy and freedom of religion. 

And it is obligatory upon them that they reject religions other than Islaam in the Islaamic 

states. 

And it is obligatory upon the Muslim leaders [may Allaah grant them success] that they 
establish the punishments set by Allaah the mighty and majestic, such as executing the one 
who murders intentionally, cutting the hand of the thief, lashing the fornicator with 100 
lashes, stoning the adulterer and adulteress to death, lashing the one who drinks and 
reprimanding the ones who sin publicly and cause corruption. The most high said:

And we advise every Muslim that he warns himself against the callers to falsehood, those that 
call to innovation and misguidance such as; the Soofees and the Shee'ah for indeed these two 
sects that ascribe themselves to Islaam have with them misguidance, and are far in error. 
So the Muslim who embraces Islaam at the hands of such people will fall into misguidance, 
seduction and perhaps may fall into disbelief and shirk. Therefore his Islaam will be of no 
benefit to him at that point. 

It is also obligatory upon the Muslim that he warns himself concerning the sitting with people 
of evil, disobedience, innovation and partisianship. Rather it is obligatory upon him to be 
keen with the utmost care that he sits with the people of Sunnah, those who are the people of 
truth. They are those who take up learning Islaam and distance themselves from innovations, 
deviations and sins as far as they are able. 

And it is obligatory upon the Muslim to beware of loving and attaching himself to the 
disbelievers imitating them and sitting with them. Allaah the most high said:

And likewise the Muslim who is not able to speak in the Arabic language that he learns the 
Arabic language until he is able to read the Qur'aan and Sunnah and learn his religion. 

I ask AUaah the mighty and majestic that he benefits me and the rest of the Muslims with that 
which I have written, and that he makes it sincerely for his face, of benefit to before Him, on 
the day of His meeting. And we ask Allaah that He keeps us firm upon Islaam until we meet 
Him, and all praise and thanks be to Allaah lord of all that exists.
